THE WEEDING OUT OF USELESS BURBAUX.

The call 
thrills me with the old enthusiasm. It wakens 
stirring memories of the great conflict with 
American slavery. It falls upon m 
a trumpet-voice from the skies. marshals 
before me in bright array the grand army of 
‘anti-slavery heroes who fought a good fight, 
kept the faith, and most of whom have finished 
their couree, and received their crowns.

How furiously the storm 
upon us from all quarters! 
State, priest and people, saints and s 
united in throwing stones at us, an 
crush us. Commerce filled her ears with eotton, 
and refused to hear the cries of the bondman, 
whose sweat and stripes p 
staple. Manufacturers shouted 
endanger our 
craits. Labor riveted the slave's chains with all 
his hammers, lest he should come North and 
reduce his wages. Avaricg hugged slavery as 
the talisman of his weal Politics frowned 
upon the agitation of slayery, lest it should de- 
stroy the Union. Legislatures inhibited the 
discussion of the subject under pains and pen- 
alties. Prejudice rofjfed up her sightless eye- 
balls alike at the négro and his friends. The 
Bench decreed that the negro had no rights 
worthy of the respect of white men. Partyism 
bowed down to slgvery, that * thrift might fol- 
low fawning.” / Theology mumbled impious 
prayers over what was claimed to be à pro- 
sla very Bible, and “bolted bard the captive’s 
door.” Sei classed the negro with the ape, 
or graciously admitted him to the higher rank 
of the connecting link between man and the 
monkey. The populace, by a st frenzy 
driven, yushed madly upon us, hurled its mis- 
siles, Aroke up our meetings, pillaged our 
houses, burned cburches and public halls, de- 


fen . The whole nation was drunken with the 
Circean cup of slavery, and transformed into its 
minions and panders. .

The seed 
was sown amid storm and tempest. herever 
it took root and flourished the soil had been 
burned over and mellowed by the fires of pro- 
slavery wrath. 

How insensible was the nation of its utter 
subjugation to the slave power! The nominally 
iree-States were so many conquered provinces 
of the slave-holding oligarchy; Its edicts com- 
manded the most prompt and abject obedience, 
even to the canine service of chasing and cap- 
turing its absconding fugitives. So true is the 
saying OF an ancient statesman, that a nation 
may lose its liberties in a day and not mise them 
for years. But for the timely alarm and rally- 
ing cry of the Abolitionists, the servile slumbers 
of the nation would have deepened into the 
sleep of death, and made it an easy prey for 
Davis and his rebel horde.

id not overstate the guilt of the 
nation, nor call too loudly for repentance; nor 
exaggerate that eomplicity of Church and Btate 
in lengthening the cords and stren ning the 
stakes of the slave system, nor lay the ax too in- 
exorably at the root of the bohon-upas tree, the 
poisonous influences of which pervaded every 
part. of our land. 

4. That none of the predictions of our opon- 
ents, as to the horrors that would follow the act 
of turning the slaves loose,” have proved true, 
and none of ours, respecting its safety and ad- 
vantage, have proved false. But the happv=re- 
sults would have been incomparably greater, if 
the transformation had been met in a different 
spirit by those who formerly exercised dominion 
at the South. But this was scarcely to be ex- 


pected. 

And, now that liberty has béen proclaimed to 
all the inhabitants of land, let us beware of 
the sixen-cry of ‘‘ conciliation” when it means 
humoring the old dragon spirit of slavery, and 
perpetuating caste distinctions by law, cherish- 
ing nothi ut good will towards the South, and 
earnestly desiring her welfare and prosperity, 
we shall still show ourselves to be the truest 
friends by refusing to compromise any of the 
principles of justice as ing to her colored 
population, and the gratification of s malignant 
prejudice based upon nothing but contempt of 
race, 

In the Anti-Siavery struggle many persons 
made themselves conspicuous for their zeal, de- 
votion, and self-sacrifice in its behalf ; but none 
excelled in these traits the noble women who went 
forward in the midst of popular derision and 
fiery persecution to deliver the oppressed out of 
the hands of their oppressors. Of these, I 
trust honorable mention will be made in the 
course of the A r that may be delivered at 
your gathering. Yet we shall be disposed to ex- 
claim, in unfeigned humility, ‘‘ Not unto us, but 
unto Thy name, O Lord, be the glory forever!“

It is not many years 
since there were large gatherings of Abolition- 
ists in this city, and all over the coun- 
4xy,—political conventions, oonvon- 
tons, anniversary meetings, mass-meetings, 
etc.,—and we now see that there was a use for 
them; — they did good. Then the mass of 
thé people inquired, What use? Those who

DISTURBERS OF THE PEACE,— 

were charged with being diserganizers,—disor 
ganizing parties, combinations, and even church- 
es. This latter charge was correct. We were 
deliberate * we planned to some ex- 
tent to disrupt State and Church; and now all 
that we did has been indorsed as the wisest pol- 
icy. Our gathering together te make and hear 
speeches was described as a Mutual Admiration 
Society,—that a part of our business was to 
praise each other for our smartness. Well, we 
were not overmuch praised by the world; and 
we live yet, not spoiled by flattery! And so now 
it has been asked, What use is this reunion? Do 
you intend to organize a new party,—what good 
willitdo?

THIS CONVOCATION WILL NOT BE STULTIFIZD 
by the ignorance of otber le; it will be our 
own want of comprehending our purpose if 
this meeting does not do its work. We 
shall try to prove by what is done 
here that there is a use for this re- 
union. Some have intimated that we are ud 
of what we have done,—thet we have —— 
together to have a good time of bragging, and we 
are going to sound our own trumpet. ell, the 
trumpet must give no uncertain sound; if it 
must be blown, if others do not do it, our own 
breath may not be spent in vain.

The report 
agreed upon recommends that the volume of 
greenbacks, be reduced as National Bank 
notes are issued in the proportion of 
873¢ per cent ; that a reserve on circula- 
tion of 5 per cent be kept in the Treas- 
ury for the redemption of mutilated totes ; | 
that the reserve on deposits be dimin- | 
ished by 6 per cent; that legal-tenders be re- 
deemed in 1878 by the issue of 5 per cent bonds, 
the notes redeemed to be emitted for the pur- 
chase of 5-20 bonds. This is pretty clearly a 
compromise measure. It compromises every- 
body concerned. Senators Sherman and Morton 
are understood to have approved the bill, but 
Jones, of Nevada,—the famous Jones—has yet 
to be heard from. 


There was very near being a riot in the North 
Division last night, in consequence of the laying 
of railroad tracks on Hawthorne avenue. The 
Chicago & Pacific and Chicago & Evanston Com- 
panies, having disposed of an injunction issued 
by Judge Williams by entering bail for the pay- 
ment of damages incurred, pushed forward a 
line of ‘road between the depot and the 
city limits.

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SMALL NOTES. 

We have remarked that the President's recom- 
mendation that at some future time, after specie 
payments are restored, barik-notes of less de- 
nomination than 610 shall be abolished, is in our 
judgment unnecessary and unsciéntific. This 
recommendation is obviously a very small part, 


a mere incident, of the plan suggested by him in 


his memorandum to Senator Jones on the sub- 
ject of the currencye. Nevertheless, it seems to 
have been pitched upon as the most agsailable 
part of the whole plan. In fact, it is the only 
assailable part, and it happens that all the other 
parts might be adopted and this one left out, 
without producing any incongruity whatever. 
The chief purpose had in view by the Presi- 
dent in the abolition of small notes is to accu- 
mulate a stock of gold in the country as a ballast 
to prevent future panics or to mitigate their 
effects. -Wouldthe abolition of small notes ac- 
complish this end? At first blush it would seem 
so, but the teachings of history, no less than 
those of economic science, show the contrary. 
Commercial crises, or panics, ocour in England, 
where there is no paper currency of less denomi- 
nation than £5 (the equivalent of $25), with as 
great frequency and severity as in this country, 
where we have nothing but paper currency. 
They occur in countries where there are 
no bank-notes whatsoever. The panic of 1857, 
which swept oyer the greater part of the civil- 
ized world, visited its severest effects upon the 
City of Hamburg, in Germany, where there was 
nothing but gold and silver in circulation. We 
may infer from these facts that small notes have 
nothing to do with the production of panice-axd 
that their absence would not tend to alleviate 
their consequences. If the currency of « coun- 


try is itself valueless, then all the notes im exist- 


encé—the small as well as the large—will entail 
losses upon the holders, and in such a case it 
would have been a most wise and humane pre- 
caution to have previously prohibited the 
circulation of small notes, which are always 
found in the pockets of the poorer classes of 
the community and those least able to 
protect themselves in times of panic. The go- 


| called panic of 1861 (which was not a genuine 


commercial crisis) was one of the events in 
which an anti-smail-note law would have been 
most desirable. The currency of most of the 
Western States was at that time secured by 
State stocks, and largely by Southern State 
stocks, and not being bottomed upon actual 
capital in the banks issuing it, the notes declined 
in value pari passu with the decline of the stocks 


held as security therefor—which decline was 


caused by the outbreak of hostilities between 
the North and the South. The notes of the 
State Banks of Ohio and Indiana, which had a 
paid-up capital and no security whatever 
deposited for their redemption, did not de-

The advantage of using bank-notes, whether 
small ar large, is two-fold. The gold which they 
‘displace is itself capital, and ean be sent abroad 
for the purchase of things that we want more 
than we want. gold, and thus the interest on 
that much capital can be saved: They are also 
‘more easily carried: about than gold and are 
generally more convenient. Notes of less de- 
nomination than $10 constitute the major part 
of the circulating medium. If we choose to 
have the major part of our circulating medium 
consist of gold, we can have it by paying for it, 
and not otherwise. A very small amount of 
gold will answer for all purposes of converti- 
bility, because when a currency is actually at 
par with gold nobody wants gold, and when the 
ingredients of a commercial crisis are at hand 
the possession of gold neither averts nor miti- 
gates it. The conclusion of the whole matter is 
that bank-notes and gold equally answer the pur- 
pose of effecting the exchange of property and 
services in the community and of measuring 
values, and, when convertible, the one into the 
other, answer the purpose equally well—that the 
former cost nothing while the latter cost 100 
cerits per dollar—that the employment of the 
latter involves a loss of interest on the eapital 
which the gold contains—and that the former 
are more portable and convenient for the pur- 
poses of currency.

Memorial Preceedings by the State 
Authorities. 
Special Dispatch to The Chisaao Tribune. 
Boston, June 9.—To-day the State Govern- 
ment paid its official tribute of respect to the 
memory of Charles Sumner. The oration of 
Mr. George William Curtis is the third already 


delivered in this cityon the same theme, the 


first being by Congressman Eliott, of South 
Carolina, on the invitation of the colored citi- 
zens, and the second by Senator Schurz, on the 
invitation of the City Government. To-day, 
Music Hall was elaborately decorated in rich 
mourning draperies, and a profusion of flowers. 
The ‘audience was quite distinguished in 
the number of local celebrities, as on 
the occasion of Senator Schurz’s eulogy, 
but there were fewer noted persons 
from other States. The chief difference in the 
character of the audience was the more numer- 
ous presence of ladies to-day. The hall was 
crowded as before. 
THE PREPARATORY EXERCISES, 

The exercises preparatory to the oration were 
of a more varied character, and consumed a full 
hour. There was first an organ voluntary; then

The bond of the Calumet & Chicago Canal & 
Dock Company in $50,000 to indemnify the vil- 
lage against all damages was approved, and the 
formal ordinance of vacation was then adopted— 
yeas, 5; nays, 1—Mr. Ryan.

Ou motion of Mr. Morgan, the report on police 
laid over from last meeting was taken up; pro- 
viding for the appointment of a Sargeant and 
four patrolmen. Mr. Ryan moved,and Mr. 
Downer seconded, a motion to adopt the report. 
Mr. Morgan moved a substitute, that all special 
policemen be honorably discharged, and here- 
after there be appointed eight men and one Cap- 
tain ; the salary of the Captain to be * 
month, and of the men 875 per month. r. 
Church moved to amend, by reducing the num- 
ber to seven ‘men and one Captain, and the 
amendment was accepted by Mr. Morgan. 

Mr. Ryan desired to explain this police busi- 
ness. It is useless to try to please everybody, 
or to legislate at the demands or a mob or a 
rabble. The facts are that at nearly every meet- 
ing petitions come in from leading men and 
heavy taxpayers from Egandale to State street, 
city limits. to the Calumet, asking not 
only to have thé present men retained, but that 
additional men be appointed. They realized 
tliat our contiguity to the great wicked city made 
us liable to be overrun by the vilest characters, 
both by dey and night, and they demanded pro- 
tection. yde Park has ten policemen—one to 
every five square miles of her territory. The 
Town of Lake has nine men—one for every 
four square miles; while Chicago has 
thirteen men to each square mile. 
Hyde Park has ne policeman to each 800. in- 
habitants, while Chicago has one to each 668. 
Hyde Park, with a low valuation of 517,000. 000, 
has one policeman to each $1,700,000 of prop- 
erty, while Chicago, with a full valuation of 
$289,746,470, has one to each $645,000, or nearly 
three to our one. The cost of police protection 
in Chicago in 1872 was $512,960.47, or $1,142 for 
each pohceman, and this sum was increased last 
year to 6654, 324,65, while our cost was less than 
$1,130 to each man. The hours of service in 
Chicago are 10 dach day on an average, while 
ours are 15. e total number of arrests in 
Chicago was 21/931, an average of 48 to each 
man; in Hyde Park the arrests were 411, or 41 
for each man. In Chicago the fines collected 
amounted to $128,475, or $285 to each man, 
while in Hyde Park there was collected nearly 
$5,000, or 8500 to each man, so that to look at it 
in any light we have the most efficient, hard- 
worked, and economical force, and yet it is hard 
to see how any material reduction can be
